James Van Bokkelen motioned to table this article, seconded 
by Lee Knapp and due to the passing of the previous article the motion to 
table passed. 


At this time, Ron Preston was as to speak on the formation of a task force

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand 
Forty Five Dollars ($10,045) to purchase a Cardiac Monitor Defibrillator The 
Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee do not recommend 
this article by a vote of 1-4 (Majority Vote Required). Greg Williams motioned to 
table this article as well, stating that we have access to this equipment by 
mutual aid from Amesbury. The motion was seconded by Pamela Noon. The 
motion to table was voted and passed. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,000 (one thousand 


dollars) for the purpose of mosquito control including licensing, and testing. The 
Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this 


article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority Vote Required). Greg Williams made the motion to 
accept the article as read, seconded by Pamela Noon. There was no 
discussion and the article passed. 


To see if the town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of replacing the Hilldale Avenue 
Bridge and to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
to be placed in this fund. The Board of Selectmen recommends this article by a vote of 3-0 and 
Budget Committee do not recommend this article by a vote of 1-4 (Majority Vote Required). 
The Hilldale Avenue Bridge has been red listed by the state of New Hampshire for a 
number of years; this fund will be built up over a number of years so that when the 
work needs to be done the town has some funds. James Van Bokkelen motioned 
to accept the article as read, seconded by William Hodge. After some 
discussion, it was determined that there was no estimate for the total cost and 
the article was voted and failed. 
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11.To see if the town will vote to establish a revolving fund pursuant to RSA 
31:95-h, for the purpose of Police Special Details. All revenues received for 
police special details car use fees will be deposited into the fund, and the 
money in the fund shall be allowed to accumulate from year to year, and shall 
not be considered part of the town’s general fund unreserved fund balance. 
The monies accumulated in this fund shall be used for repair, maintenance 
and replacement of police vehicles. The town treasurer shall have custody of 
all moneys in the fund, and shall pay out the same only upon order of the 
governing body and no further approval is required by the legislative body to 
expend. Such funds may be expended only for the purpose for which the fund 
was created. (Majority Vote Required). Greg Williams motioned to accept the 
article, seconded by Pamela Noon. There was no discussion and the article 
passed. 


12. To see if the town will vote to establish a revolving fund pursuant to RSA 
31:95-h, for the purpose of Ambulance Services. All revenues received for 
ambulance billing fees will be deposited into the fund, and the money in the 
fund shall be allowed to accumulate from year to year, and shall not be 
considered part of the town’s general fund unreserved fund balance. The 
monies accumulated in this fund shall be used for repair, maintenance and 
replacement of the ambulance. The town treasurer shall have custody of all 
moneys in the fund, and shall pay out the same only upon order of the 
governing body and no further approval is required by the legislative body to 
expend. Such funds may be expended only for the purpose for which the fund 
was created. (Majority Vote Required). Gregory Williams made the motion to 
accept the article and Pamela Noon seconded. After minimal discussion the 
article failed. 


13.To see if the town will vote to establish a Recreation Revolving Fund pursuant 
to RSA 35-B: 2 Il. The money received from fees and charges for recreation 
programs shall be allowed to accumulate from year to year, and shall not be 
considered to be part of the town’s general fund unreserved fund balance. 
The town treasurer shall have custody of all moneys in the fund, and shall pay 
out the same only upon order of the governing body and no further approval is 
required by the legislative body to expend. Such funds may be expended only 
for the purpose for which the fund was created. These funds may be 
expended only for recreation purposes as stated in RSA 35-B, and no 
expenditure shall be made in such a way as to require the expenditure of other 
town funds that have not been appropriated for that purpose. (Majority Vote 
Required). (The recreation committee would like to establish this fund for work 
at the ball field as well as other programs projects.) Greg Williams motioned 
to accept the article, seconded by Pamela Noon. Very little discussion and the 
article passed. 


14. To see if the town will vote to change the amount of the Land Use Change Tax 
collected to $500.00 pursuant to RSA 79-a:25 to be deposited into the existing 
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Conservation Fund in accordance with RSA 36-A:5, III , as authorized by RSA 
79-A:285, Il. If adopted this article shall take effect April 1. 2009, and shall 
remain in effect until altered or rescinded by a future vote of the town meeting. 
(Majority Vote Required). Carol McCarthy made the motion to accept the 
article as read, seconded by Pamela Noon. This was an article that was 
presented at the 2008 Town Meeting so discussion was minimal. George 
Werner motioned to move the question, seconded by Greg Williams. The 
article was voted and failed. 


15.To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Conservation Commission 
Article :Shall the town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 36-A:4-a, I(a) to 
authorize the conservation commission to expend funds to purchase interests 
in land outside the boundaries of our municipality, subject to the approval of 
the local governing body? (Majority Vote Required). James Van Bokkelen 
made the motion to amend the wording of the article to read in or contiguous 
to the boundaries of our municipality. Seconded by Greg Williams. Following 
a discussion and explanation by Mr. Van Bokkelen the amendment was 
passed and the amended article was voted and passed. 


16.To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Conservation Commission 
Article: Shall the town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 36-A:4-a, I(b) to 
authorize the conservation commission to expend funds for contributions to 
qualified organizations for the purchase of property interests, or facilitating 
transactions related thereto, where the property interest is to be held by the 
qualified organization and the town will retain no interest in the property? 
(Majority Vote Required). Greg Williams motioned to accept the article as 
read, seconded by James Van Bokkelen. The discussion for this article was 
basically incorporated with article 15. Article was voted and passed. 


17.To see if the Town will vote to rename the Ford Grumman Replacement 
Capital Reserve Fund to Fire Truck Replacement Capital Reserve Fund to 
allow the purchase of a any brand of a fire truck.(2/3 Vote Required) Pam 
Noon motioned to accept the article as read, seconded by Greg Williams. A 
vote was taken by hand with 36 yes and 1 no. The article passed. 


18. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the Cemetery Land Acquisition 
Capital reserve Fund created in 1993, for the propose of purchasing cemetery 
land. The fund has a zero (0.00) balance and is not deemed necessary. Pam 
Noon motioned to accept the article. Greg Williams seconded. There was no 
discussion and the article passed. 
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19. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the Batchelder Trust Capital 


Reserve Fund established in 2000. The fund has a zero (0.00) balance. Greg 
Williams motioned to accept the article, seconded by Pam Noon and as there 
was no discussion the article passed. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Town Ordinance: 
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Pursuant to the authority of NH RSA 41:11 Town Refuse Ordinance 
1-1 No person shall deposit or dispose of rubbish at any location within the 
Town of South Hampton except by written permission of the Board of Health. 
1-2 Any person transporting rubbish over the streets of the Town, who through 
intern, carelessness or neglect allows rubbish to be spilled on the streets of 
the Town or on private property, shall be subject to fine of not more that 
$500.00 (Five Hundred Dollars). 
1-3 No yard waste (including leaves and grass clippings) rocks, stones, turf, 
soil, will be disposed of on Town property or on the property of another without 
the written permission of the owner. 
Definitions: 
2-1 Person — as used herein, this term shall include natural persons and any 
legal entity, including, but not by way of limitation, corporations, limited liability 
companies, and partnerships. 
2-2 Rubbish — as used herin shall mean any and all refuse, recyclable 
material, garbage, demolition material or material or substances of any kind 
intended for disposal or recycling. 
2-3Any violation of the ordinance, except as otherwise provided herein, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more that $500.00 (Five Hundred Dollars) for 
each violation thereof. Two or more violations in a24-hour period shall 
constitute separate offenses. 
(Majority Vote Required) Greg Williams motioned to accept the article as 
read, seconded by Pam Noon. No discussion. The article passed. 


. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. A 


thank you to Walter Shivik with a show of hands. James Van Bokkelen made 
the motion to adjourn the meeting seconded by William Hodge. The meeting 
closed at 4:49 PM.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In 2009 the Selectmen were careful of all spending as the poor economy continues to dominate 
the decisions we make. You will notice that there are no Special Warrant Articles this year as we 
try to keep the taxes to a minimum. 


The Interim Fire Chief, Dave McElroy, has moved on to a Department in another town. We wish 
him the best in his quests and with his new baby. We welcome Andy Head, from East Kingston 
as our new Fire Chief. He has served on the Department in Exeter and currently in Newington. 
Andy grew up volunteering in the Kensington Fire Department and understands how a small 
town fire department works. We bought a “new” fire truck from Kingston. It seems to be 
serving us well and the men are safer in the enclosed cab. Due to the economy, trying to sell 
the Ford Grumman has not been as easy as expected. 


The Police Department reported over 1000 more calls this year than last. We continue to see 
problems that | would have expected to see only in larger cities. We are no longer exempt to 
crime and violence, most of which can be contributed to transients. 


Chief Dennis has proposed and the Selectmen have agreed that two of our long time officers, 
Sgt. Bill McGurren, and Cpl. Brandon Walker, become full time officers. As the core of the 
Department, they have served the Town nine and eight years respectively. During their tenure, 
they have become well known and well respected for their fine service in the community. 


Through the years, South Hampton has been a place for young officers to come for a few years 
before moving on to other Departments for more pay and full time status. In the three years 
I’ve been on the Board, no less than nine officers have come and gone. The Department spends 
much time and money training and schooling these young officers. Although we require a 
commitment of time served for this, we can understand why they leave after that time is 
completed. Now the State has new standards for more and longer training. The Selectmen feel 
that with committed full time officers and fewer part time ones the Department will be more 
efficient. 


The time consuming story of 2009 has been the problems reported at the campground. The 
Health Officer, Lee Knapp, and the State Department of Environmental Services have done a 
great job and spent much time identifying many deficiencies through the summer and fall 
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months. A Cease and Desist Order was sent and the Campground will need to correct not only 
the environmental deficiencies but some zoning deficiencies, as well, before they will be able to 
open and operate this year. 


The Board of Selectmen is committed to preserving the unique character of our small town 
while keeping the tax rate to a relatively low number compared to surrounding towns. With 
respect to us all, times are tough. However, some things that we will have to keep in mind to do 
in the near future are replacing the heating systems in both the Town Hall and the Town 
Offices. We have been lucky so far but we need to put some money away soon. New systems 
can pay for themselves quickly. We also need to decide what to do with Stockman’s Bridge on 
Hilldale Avenue. That is another repair project to save money for soon. 


There are so many people to thank. I’ve had a lot of help and advice to do this job. In the past 
three years my fellow board members, Carole McCarthy, Greg Williams, and Ron Preston have 
been indispensable with their knowledge and ideas. This town would not run without Angela 
Racine, the Administrator. | don’t know how she does what she does in the hours she does it. 
Andrea Condon keeps the money flowing and the cars rolling. The more time | spend at the 
office the more | appreciate what she does. Larry Baker ran this town for years. He has held the 
office of School Board Member, Selectmen, Administrator, Treasurer, Planning Board Member 
and who knows what else. He has retired from all of them now but many phone calls still go out 
to him for advice. We will never be able to thank him enough. 


There are many, many people that make this town work. You are one of them. This is your 
town. Participate in it. Appreciate it. Protect it and preserve it.

Dear Residents of South Hampton: 


The police Department has been very active this past year with the Department 
activities increasing by 120%, over 1,000 calls more than last year as of December 
1.2009. The down economy has led to an increase in domestic violence incidents, 
larcenies and investigations. Although the population of South Hampton is low, we are 
situated in close proximity to Amesbury, Seabrook, Plaistow and Haverhill and we are 
not immune to the types of calls being handled by those cities and Towns. 

As an example , this past year we have handled a knife fight involving a subject 
out of Dorchester, a subject who is on the hit list of the Hell’s Angels, numerous 
domestic calls, some involving drugs and alcohol , a rape investigation, fugitives from 
justice , disturbances at the campground and more. 

The Department has increased the number of patrols, motor vehicle enforcement 
and checks on businesses and residents. With the help of an underage drinking grant we 
were able to increase our coverage and clamp down on underage drinking. We believe 
that increasing police presence will help to curb criminal activity in the Town.

Dear Residents of South Hampton, 


2009 was a year of change for the South Hampton Fire and Rescue. In August Deputy 
Chief Dave McElroy resigned and left the department. | want to thank him for his many years 
of service to South Hampton and wish him and his family the best for the future. Also in 
August, | took over as Fire Chief. | was unsure what to expect, but the one thing | did know 
was that filling the shoes of John Gamble and Dave McElroy was going to be a tough job. | 
want to thank John, Dave, the Board of Selectmen, and the members of the South Hampton 
Fire and Rescue Department for their help during this transition. 

| have spent quite a bit of time thinking about what to say in this letter. | could tell 
you about all the calls we responded to this year and the number of permits that were issued, 
but | feel that it is more important to tell you about your fire department. South Hampton 
Fire and Rescue is made up of 12 members at this point in time and only 2 of them are town 
residents. The rest of the members live in either Amesbury or East Kingston. We have 2 fire 
trucks: one is a 1996 Wilson Top Kick Chevy Tanker, and the other is a 1988 KME Engine that 
the town purchased this year. | want to let all of you know this was a great purchase. This 
truck is strong and solid and should serve the town for several years to come. South Hampton 
also has a Squad or utility vehicle set up to respond to brush fires and car accidents. 

The last vehicle the fire department owns is the ambulance. The necessity of South 
Hampton providing ambulance service has been brought into question over the last few 
months, and | wanted to supply town residents with some information about our service. Out 
of our 12 members, 8 are certified to work on the ambulance. Our ambulance is assisted by 
Exeter Hospital Advanced Life Support( ALS). They respond to South Hampton when requested 
for patients that require ALS or Paramedic level care. This could be chest pain, shortness of 
breath, or a severe motor vehicle accident. Exeter Hospital ALS does not transport patients to 
the hospital; they ride along with the town’s ambulance and work with the crew. Exeter 
Hospital does not have an ambulance. 

Some residents have respectfully questioned the need for a full time ambulance 
provider, citing response times and cost effectiveness. The first thing | have to say to this is: 
the members of South Hampton Fire and Rescue strive hard to be there in your time of need 
and often leave dinner on the table, paint wet on the roller or even a warm bed at 2am in the 
morning. Unfortunately sometimes we cannot leave work, our children, or our homes. In 
these circumstances we rely on mutual aid from several towns. East Kingston and Kensington 
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assist us automatically when we cannot gather a crew for our ambulance. This system works 
well, but it does take some time to get a mutual aid ambulance to town. Second, many people 
have mentioned bringing back Amesbury Fire to provide ambulance service to the town. Due 
to state and local certification rules, Amesbury cannot provide ambulance coverage to South 
Hampton or even automatic mutual aid. This was the reason for Amesbury not being able to 
continue ambulance coverage years ago. The only way Amesbury could possibly provide 
service to South Hampton is by changing certifications and licensing. Third, there are several 
private ambulance services in the area that might be able to provide ambulance service for a 
retainer- type fee in addition to billing patients. Unfortunately, the closest is located in the 
Haverhill/Hampstead area or Exeter. Some services, including AMR, have recently left the 
area. The South Hampton-run ambulance service cost the town $14,000 last year and brought 
in nearly $12,000. This greatly offset the cost of the ambulance, bringing it down to around 
$2,000 for the year. This is an unbelievably low cost for providing ambulance service to the 
residents. In summary, having provided this information I ask you, the residents of South 
Hampton, to let your Selectmen know how you feel on this issue. If it is decided this might be 
a feasible solution, we can research the possibility of hiring out the ambulance service for the 
town. 

As a final thought, | want to ask all the residents of town to take some time and think 
about joining South Hampton Fire and Rescue. The hours can be long and the pay minimal, 
but the personal rewards and the friendships built can last a lifetime.

Session 1, Deliberative Session 
February 3, 2009 


The 2009 Deliberative Session convened at 7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, February 3, 2009. 
Moderator Walter Shivik led the meeting in the pledge of allegiance. He introduced 
members of the school district: Martha Anderson, School District Clerk; School Board 
members Gary Crosby (chair), Don Harper and Kim Molin; Budget Committee members 
Dennis Blair, Will Hodge, and George Werner; SAU 21 officials Bob Berry, Business 
Administrator and Asst. Superintendent Maureen Ward; and Barnard School Principal 
Barbara Knapp. ! 


Mr. Shivik briefly reviewed the procedures under which he would run the meeting 
before he moved on to consideration of the warrant articles. 


Gary Crosby made a motion to allow SAU officials to answer any questions which may 
come before the meeting - seconded by Don Harper. Motion voted in the affirmative. 


Article 1. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate as an operating 
budget, not including appropriations a special warrant articles and other appropriations 
voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as 
amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, totalin 
$2,229,215: should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be $2,234,911, the 
same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the School 
District or by law or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance 
with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. 
(Majority vote required.) Note: Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include 
appropriations in any other warrant articles. 


Gary Crosby made a motion to accept the motion as read, seconded by Don Harper. Lee 
Knapp asked if there were any differences between the Board proposal and the Budget 
Committee recommendations. There were none. Article 1 was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the 
collective bargaining agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board and 
the Seacoast Educational Support Personnel Association which calls for the following 
increase in salaries and benefits at the current staffing levels: 


Year Estimated Increase 
2009-10 $3,770 


and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $3,770 for the 2009-10 school year, such 
sum representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits 
over those of the appropriation at current staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. The 
Palied) and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required. 


Don Harper made a motion to accept the article as read; seconded by Kim Molin. Mr. 
Harper, who represented the Board during the negotiations, noted that the support staff 
has been working this year without a contract and he hoped the District would accept 
this article. Article 2 was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 3. Shall school district vote to raise and appropriate $7,000 to be added to the 
expendable trust fund known as the Computer Technology Fund, for the purpose of 
purchasing computer technology equipment? The School Board and the Budget 
Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 
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Kim Molin made a motion to accept the article as read; seconded by Gary Crosby. This fund 
purchases new machines for the Computer Lab every three years and the computers in the Lab 
are dispersed to classrooms. New computers were purchased last year and this appropriation 
would start the next 3 year saving cycle. Article 3 was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 4. Shall school district vote to raise and appropriate "up to" $10,000 to be added to the 
expendable trust fund for educating educationally disabled children, with such amount to be 
funded from the June 30, 2009 unreserved fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 2009? 
The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. This article has 
no impact on the tax rate. (Majority vote required.) 


Gary Crosby moved to accept the article as read; seconded by Don Harper. Dan Mahoney 
commented that he felt the wording was confusing to the public as no funds were actually 
"raised and appropriated" but Maureen Ward of the SAU replied that the wording was legally 
correct. Brief discussion followed on the troubling rising costs of special education and the 
impact such costs were having on small towns such as South Hampton. In the end, Article 4 
was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 5. To see if the school district will vote to designate the school board as agents to 
expend from the school building Capital Reserve Fund established in 1994. The School Board 
and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. This article has no impact on the tax 
rate. (Majority vote required.) 


Don Harper moved the article as read; seconded by Kim Molin. It was noted there is $5,580 
remaining in the Capital Reserve Fund. Article 5 was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 6. To see if the school district will vote to authorize the School Board to terminate the 
School District's September 6, 1988 Lease with the State of New Hampshire of land known as 
the Powwow River State Forest. The September 6, 1988 Lease limits use of the property to 
"public school purposes". Since signing the September 6, 1988 Lease, the School District has 
constructed a public school on another piece of land in Town. This article has no impact on the 
tax rate. (Majority vote required.) Kim Molin moved to accept the article as read; seconded by 
Gary Crosby. Article 6 was voted in the affirmative. 


Under other business, Gary Crosby on behalf of the School Board, thanked retiring Moderator 
Walter Shivik for his 25 years of service and presented him with a gift card. With no further 
business to come before the meeting, Mr. Shivik asked for a motion to adjourn; so moved by 
Bi pene seconded by Lee Knapp. Passed by unanimous voice vote. Meeting adjourned 
at 8:00 p.m. 


Note: Final determination of all warrant articles as approved at this session will be by ballot at 
the Town election on March 10, 2009.

The South Hampton School Board has had a busy and productive year in 2009. The Board 
successfully completed many of the goals it wished to accomplish. We have supported the 
staff and programs at the Barnard School while maintaining an open communication with 
community members. The Board has continued its positive relationship with the Amesbury 
School District. It has reinstated its belief that Amesbury High School is the best choice for our 
students in grades 9-12. We have continued to investigate the creation of a science room and 
media center with the goal of providing the best educational opportunities possible for the 
children of South Hampton. The implementation of this long-term goal requires further 
research and planning. Over the course of this past year, the Board has enjoyed a positive 
relationship with the school, town officials and community members. We look forward to 
continued, positive collaboration. 


This past year has been marked by a troubled economy, which has been felt by all. In March, 
the voters of South Hampton generously approved the school’s operating budget of 
$2,229,215 along with all five of the proposed warrant articles. The School Board, along with 
Mrs. Knapp, worked exceptionally hard to bring the taxpayers a fiscally responsible budget. 
We appreciate the support the voters have shown us. With tough economic times still upon us, 
the School Board feels it prudent, to once again, propose a budget which has minimal impact 
on the taxpayers while being mindful of the needs of the students. We look forward to your 
continued support in 2010. 


We continue to have an extraordinary faculty and staff at Barnard School. Many of our staff 
members participated in professional development endeavors this past year in the form of 
workshops, classes, and pursuing graduate degrees. We welcomed a number of new staff 
members to the Barnard School this year. William Cote and Stephen Murad are the school’s 
new custodians. Jennifer Franz has joined us as the school nurse. Dianne Parkinson is a 
special education assistant. Sara Casassa was hired as the 7/8 grade language arts teacher, 
and Kathleen Wooten is the new music teacher. 


During this past year, Barnard School has maintained an emphasis on the safety and well 
being of its students. In an effort to improve emergency response procedures, all exterior 
doors were numbered, emergency lighting was maintained and repaired, and all necessary 
school safety inspections were completed. The school now has four binders located 
throughout the buildings containing Materials Safety Data Sheets (MSDS) for every product we 
have in the school. These binders, which contain valuable information in the event of an 
emergency, are the result of an enormous effort on the part of our new custodians. Barnard 
School has upheld an impressive and comprehensive “Safety and Wellness” Program which 
sets guidelines to maintain a safe and healthy school environment. Furthermore, the Safety 
and Wellness committee, comprised of faculty and staff, has implemented numerous initiatives 
to help promote a healthy lifestyle for our students. Examples include the offering of water only 
from the vending machine, eliminating some of the unhealthy snacks from the school store, 
and no longer offering chips with the sub delivery on Fridays. There has been a focus on 
maintaining cleanliness in the classrooms and an emphasis on the ways students can prevent 
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the transmission of disease. This program has certainly been a benefit to both our students 
and community. 


To protect the town’s investment in the school, building maintenance has continued to be a 
priority. Over the course of the summer, the school was thoroughly cleaned, the interior 
painting was completed, the floors were refinished, and the cracks in the parking lot were 
sealed. At the beginning of the 2009 school year, it was discovered that the school had 
sustained water damage due to water penetrating the siding on the newer part of the building. 
A significant amount of work was completed to remediate the damage, including new siding 
where necessary. These repairs were designed to prevent future water intrusion and were 
conducted free-of-charge by the companies who completed the original building work. This 
incident has brought to light the need for a dehumidification system in the lower level of the 
school to combat excessive moisture due to uncontrollable environmental factors. This is work 
we hope to have completed in 2010. 


This past summer, the Superintendent of SAU 21, James Gaylord, announced that he would 
be retiring in June 2010. A national search is currently underway to find his replacement. The 
School Board will continue to keep the town informed on this important matter. 


The School Board meets the first Tuesday of the month at 5:30 p.m., at Barnard School. We 
welcome all those who wish to attend. Please visit SAU 21’s website at www.sau21.org, for 
additional information regarding school board meetings and school board policies.

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Superintendent’s Report 
2009-10 


Herewith, | submit my seventh and final annual report. 


This again has been a busy and productive year. One aspect that is of great 
importance is the work being done by the Vertical Teams established in all four core 
areas (Language Arts, Mathematics, Science and Social Studies). These teams of 
teachers and administrators have been working to ensure there is continuity 
between the sending schools and Winnacunnet High School. The curriculum in 
each of the core areas is reviewed from seventh to tenth grade, and each school 
works to incorporate changes that align the four years critical to student success at 
the high school level. Mathematics began four years ago, Language Arts and Social 
Studies followed in the next two years, and Science began this year. 


In the high school, teachers have over the past few years written curriculum for all of 
their courses, have designed common assessments for this course work, and have 
changed some courses to continue what has been accomplished at the middle 
school level. At the same time, curriculum has been and is under review at the K-8 
schools. Most schools have presented power point programs to their respective 
Boards to keep them informed of academic improvement. 


It is hoped that the economic downturn will have minimal impact on the work being 
done. Although most budgets this year are at a 0% level, no programs have been 
eliminated —some have changed but have not been eliminated. The budgets, 
however, cannot continue to be “0” based without effect. Even though inflation is 
minimal, year after year of flat line budgets reflect a reduction of services over time. 


In four of SAU 21's districts, there has been considerable work done to improve the 
safety and comfort of students or expand the space needs for programming. 
Whether it is renovation planned at Seabrook, the repairs at South Hampton, or the 
new construction planned for North Hampton and Hampton Falls at some time in the 
future, all of the Boards are moving to provide for their students. 


Seven years sounds like a long time, but it has passed quickly. It has brought about 
change, and | would like to bullet a few, a very few, for you.

e Renovation and construction at Winnacunnet 

e Full time Kindergarten in Hampton and discussion 
of it in North Hampton 

e Vertical Teams 

e Written curriculums and common assessments

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PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 
BARNARD SCHOOL 
2009 


Dear South Hampton Residents, 


As we near the end of 2009, it is an opportune moment to reflect on the calendar 
year, school goals and student accomplishments and to show our gratitude to the 
many who have contributed to our school in meaningful ways. 


We began January 2009 with a student population of 84; we close the year with 75 
students in grades K-8. South Hampton also funds the education of forty-three 
additional students from preschool through post graduate levels. 


In January we received the following results of the October 2008 State NECAP 
assessments for our grade 3-8 students:

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The results of the spring 2009 NECAP science tests for 4°" and 8" graders arrived in 
September. All 4" graders scored in levels 3 and 4 (proficient and proficient with 
distinction), well above the State averages. Students in the 8"" grade scored in levels 
1, 2, and 3 — also above State averages. 


In addition to lessons learned in the classroom, students have many opportunities 
for learning beyond the walls of the classroom. There is a group of volunteers, 
students, and teachers involved in an initiative to connect learning to the 
environment. The first phase of an outdoor classroom curriculum has been 
developed and implemented. In addition groups of students have made various trips 
to places like the Currier Museum of Art to view the David Macauley exhibit, to walk 
the Freedom Trail, and to experience history in other places such as Salem, MA, 
and at Strawberry Banke. 


Much effort was put into creating and improving cross curricular and cross grade 
level units of instruction. It would be common to witness peer teaching in technology 
as upper grade and lower grade students are paired for instruction and in science as 
the entire student body becomes educated in vermicomposting or environmental 
education. Unified arts teachers and language arts teachers for our youngest and 
oldest students showcased their students’ talents in the first poetry slam last spring. 
It has been rewarding to see students of all ages working and learning together. 


It is our goal to provide all students with opportunities for extracurricular activities 
beyond the school day. In addition to intermural sports, we have a Student Council, 
a band, and a small chorus. In 2009 we also offered sewing classes, a geometry 
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club, yearbook club, and game club. Movie nights and the K-4 connection activities 
were popular with students and families. 


The staff has shown their personal commitment to lifelong education as well. H1N1 
preparedness, handwashing, bloodborne pathogens, and first aid training took top 
priority as safety and the prevention of the spread of influenza was of paramount 
concern. Other professional development was sought in the areas of content 
knowledge, writing skills, research methods, social skills development, executive 
functioning skills, social/emotional health, support in the classroom, classroom 
management, custodial training, team building, and both hardware and software 
training. 


Funding for programs, training, and equipment came from a variety of sources, the 
most important of which was through taxpayer support during the budget process. In 
addition, this year three Barnard School graduating classes gave gifts to the school: 
Class of 2006, a framed photo of Eleanor Batchelder; Class of 2008, a large clock 
with a protective cage for the gym; and the Class of 2009 commissioned a mural to 
be hung in the upper grade wing hallway. Through book fairs the PTO donated close 
to one thousand dollars’ worth of classroom library books. The Barnard Trust gave 
$8,200 in 2009 in support of educational programs, and our friend, Ben E. Factor, 
gave $5,000 to support an enrichment program for all students. Local businesses 
have found ways to support our school with funds and equipment. Through federal 
grant monies we have been able to support technology integration and keyboarding 
instruction and to purchase textbooks, reference books, software, and hardware. 
American Recovery and Reinvestment Act (AARA) funds were awarded this year to 
support special education and preschool programs. 


We are thankful to our volunteers whose endless contributions earned us the NH 
Partners in Education Blue Ribbon Award again in 2009. We also have an active 
PTO who adorns the school with seasonal decorations, bakes for school events, 
supports our field trip plan, and provides valuable programs such as Ski Club, a 
community calendar, Santa’s annual sleigh ride, and a fabulous teacher appreciation 
week. We value the strong partnership that we have had with the South Hampton 
Fidelity Grange who presents each third grader with a dictionary, collaborates with 
us on a Memorial Day program, assists the PTO in serving breakfast with Santa, and 
supports a PTO/Grange high school scholarship. 


Our latest improvement to communication has been the implementation of A/ertNow, 
a rapid notification system that allows us to send voice messages to parents, staff 
members and emergency contacts within minutes. It is used for emergencies and no 
school/delayed start communication. 


In closing, | would like to report that | was honored to be invited to Amesbury High 
School's “Top Ten Dinner” in the spring where two Barnard School graduates were 
honored for being in the top ten of the graduating class. Throughout the year we 
have reason to celebrate as many South Hampton high school students, attending 
both public and private high schools, are recognized for their scholastic, athletic, and 
artistic achievements as well as their contributions as productive citizens. Keep up 
the good work!
